A 10-bedroom structure in 
a residential Sierra Madre 
neighborhood has recently 
come under fire as being an 
inappropriate location for 
the “Refuge in Jesus, Inc.’’ 
facility where troubled male 
youths and adults may live. 

Fifty neighbors represent¬ 
ing over 30 households in the 
adjacent area of 435 Fair- 
view have signed a petition 
which they plan to bring to the 
Planning Commission meet¬ 
ing this evening, according to 
Harold Lanna who lives next 
door to the refuge. 

The petition is in retalia¬ 
tion to the conditional use 
permit which residents of the 
refuge are requesting of the 
commission. They must have 
the permit since there are 
more than five unrelated per¬ 
sons living under one roof, 
according to the city’s sta¬ 
tutes. 

“We’re not opposed to 
what they’re doing. They just 
don’t belong in an R-1 neigh¬ 
borhood,” Lanna said about 
the refuge in an interview 
with the News Monday. 
“We’d like to see it (the 
refuge) stay in town, maybe 
in an R-3 zone,” he added.

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Steve Albu, 34, who is now 
in charge of the refuge, de¬ 
fended the group, saying, 
“We’re basically a Christian 
family of men belonging to 
the Christian organization. 
Refuge in Jesus, Inc., with 
supporters and board mem¬ 
bers from both Bethany and 
Sierra Madre Congregational 
Churches. We want to be a 
model of the community. 
We’ve already improved the 
appearance of the house and 
will be painting soon. In the 
canyon where we had our 
houses before moving into 
the city we were surely no 
detriment to property values 
of surrounding homes. 
We’re here to enhance the 
community. It’s (the contro¬ 


versy) a lot of ungrounded 
fear.” 

John Allen, attorney hired 
by the neighbors, said Tues¬ 
day, “The key I stress is not 
who is there (at 435 Fairview). 
It’s the use of the land. The 
surrounding area is tradi¬ 
tionally R-1, single family 
residences. When people pur¬ 
chase a home, they look for¬ 
ward to a continuation of the 
lifestyle of the area—to ex¬ 
pected noise level and level of 
traffic. In their application 
for a conditional use permit, 
the residents of the home 
showed four to five vehicle: 
on the property with a future 
possibility of up to 10. 
They’re conducting Bible 
studies three nights a week 
and that leads to vehicular 
traffic. Where will they 
park?” 

He went on, “The house 
has definite aspects of a 
boarding house. I’ve been 
told by Albu that residents 
there must agree to work 
in the thrift shop or they 
have to pay $100 per month, 
and yet they call themselves 
a family. The residents have 
certain rights of privacy and 
religion, but at the same time 
those people living nearby 
also have those same rights. 
When you balance these rights 
you have a few persons at 
435 Fairview versus hundreds 
of people living nearby. The

“If they (the young males) 
have determination to straigh¬ 
ten themselves out, we ask 
them to live with us and 
participate in Bible studies 
and stewardship. We’re not a 
halfway house. We try to 
help kids by heading off any 
hard core problems. We stress 
the emphasis of helping 
people, hoping they will 
serve the Christian community 
in some way. They are living 
together to help each other,” 
Albu explains. 

Who is with them in the 
refuge? 

Two elders—Nick Pratt 
and Dan Burch—who actually 
grew up with the ministry live 
in the home, he says. One has 
been with them seven years, 
one eight years of the 10- 
year life of the facility. 

The refuge started in the 
Sierra Madre canyon in 1971

City Rescinds Former 
Action, Now Acts 
As Own Builder

A claimed bidding mistake 
has caused the Sierra Madre 
City Council to rescind its 
prior action in accepting the 
low bidder for the construc¬ 
tion of the new addition to 
the Sierra Madre Public Lib¬ 
rary. 

Daly Construction Co. of 
Altadena advised city offi¬ 
cials it had transposed two 
bids at the time it submitted 
what was the apparent low 
bid for the library addition. 

The bid, accepted by the 
council at its June 23 meet¬ 
ing, was $29,250. The Alta- 
dena firm, in requesting the 
city to cancel its acceptance 
of that bid, reportedly con¬ 
fused the city project with 
another and really intended 
to bid $43,000 as its price to 
build the new addition.

will be turned over to the city 
for that purpose. 

With the unanimous ap¬ 
proval of the City Council, 
Mayor Elaine Rudolph made 
appointments to several city 
commissions.

Vacation time can be 
a safe time 


The National Automobile Club has come 
up with a Met of suggestions and precautions 
for auto travelers this summer. 

Of course, the first suggestion Is to have 
your auto serviced fully before leaving your 
driveway. Inspect tires, brakes, lights and 
turn signals. And the emergency road kit 
should contain at least a fire extinguisher, high¬ 
way flares or warning device, tire jack and 
handle, flashlight with fresh batteries ana 
spare fuses. 

Pack enough clothing for your various 
planned activities but don’t take along the 
entire closet. 

Make a record of Identification numbers 
for cameras, binoculars, travelers checks and 
carry the list with you, not In your lug¬ 
gage. Provide a friend with a copy. 

Carry a first aid kit In the car, take copies 
of prescriptions and a doctor’s statement 
describing major health problems or allergies. 

Plan your route In advance and. If possible, 
avoid areas of congestion around airports, 
shopping centers, amusement or ball parks, 
construction sites. 

Check newspapers for the latest Informa¬ 
tion on gasoline availability, service station 
hours, road and weather conditions. Exercise 
extra caution In areas where fires may be 
burning and traffic disrupted. Provide your 
small children with games to keep them oc¬ 
cupied. 

For added peace of mind, make arrange¬ 
ments for a trusted neighbor or friend to 
watch over your house or apartment while 
you’re away. Make plans well In advance for 
the care of family pets. 

Unplug space heaters, coffee pots, tele¬ 
visions and other appliances that might be a 
i^ource of a fire If left unattended. 

To give your home a llved-ln appearance, 
have a nellghbor rearrrange drapes and shades, 
and turn lights on and off In an Irregular pat¬ 
tern. If that’s not possible use an automatic 
timer to turn lights and radios on and off at 
different times. 

Have mall and newspapers picked up 
every day or stop delivery during your absence. 
For extended periods away from home, contact 
your local police department. 

Check location of exits, alarms and ex¬ 
tinguishers of motels you stay In during your 
vacation. 

Know what to do If a fire breaks out and 
rehearse the course of action. Find the exits, 
keep your keys close at hand, and If neces¬ 
sary to evacuate In smoke, stay low to avoid 
fumes. Stay calm. 

Do not leave luggage, clothing or valu¬ 
ables In vour car. Try to park In well-lighted, 
well-traveled areaa. Lock your vehicle. 

If vandals break Into your car, report any 
crime to the local police. And don’t forget to 
get a copy of the police report for Insurance 
purposes and for your records. 

And above all, have a safe and enjoyable 
vacation.

Harry Martin of Sierra 
Madre has shared with the 
News some of the July 4 rem- 
niscences of his youth on the 
shores of the Mississippi 
River where the fourth was 
ushered in via interesting 
feats. Announcement of the 
big day follows: 

”... This was occasioned 
by putting a bag of gun¬ 
powder between two heavy 
anvils, the long fuse to the 
powder being ignited by a 
red-hot poker . . . The re¬ 
sulting boom reverberated 
for miles and was guaran¬ 
teed to wake up anyone who 
was still asleep at daybreak . . 

“We had a plain skyrocket 
that went off with a woosh 
and sometimes through a 
neighbor’s window. Boys 
nailed pinwheels to trees or 
fenceposts, and when the 
fuse of the three-sided object 
was lit the whole affair 
whirled madly, throwing off 
streams of colored fire while 
little girls shrieked and boys 
licked scorched fingers... 

“We were in our front 
yard, along with several other 


boys, shooting firecrackers 
we had paid for with money 
that had been earned at the 
rate of ten cents per hour. . . 
We knew they (firecrackers) 
would blow a tin can many 
feet in the air and we got to 
wondering how high they 
would put a bucket. In the 
argument. Van was dared to 
sit on a bucket while one of 
the large firecrackers went 
off ... He got a large tin 
milk bucket. The metal was 
thin, too thin, as Van found 
out. The largest firecracker 
we had was lit, the bucket 
slammed down over it and 
our hero took his seat. There 
was a most satisfactory roar, 
though muffled. Van leaped 
into the air and the bucket 
now had a bulge in it as big 
as a goose egg. Van spent the 
rest of the day standing up . . 

“The last night of the 
celebration was devoted to a 
massive display of fireworks 
. . . near the river where the 
pyrotechnics were reflected 
in the water and so gave the 
spectators a double look for

There are parades across 
the land on July Fourth. And 
then there are PARADES. 

Sierra Madre’s slips into the 
latter category, neatly be¬ 
tween those elsewhere which 
are too slick or too dull. 

For the two years prior to 
last week’s parade, I had 
watched from the sidelines 
and couldn’t quite put my 
finger on what has been so 
special about the annual July 
4 advancement east along 
Sierra Madre Boulevard. I 
I knew it wasn’t pure seren¬ 
dipity. 

Perhaps it was tradition. 
Since its beginning in 1965, 
the local July Fourth parade 
has had its share of per¬ 
petual entries; The Model T 
Club, Congressman John 
Rousselot, the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, Search and Rescue 
Team, civic and business 
clubs and children on two- 
and three-wheelers. 

Each year, like clockwork, 
its sponsors have promised 
that the next parade would 
be “bigger and better.’’ Some¬ 
times it has. 

Perhaps the key to the par¬ 
ade has been spontaneity. 

Spectators have learned to 
bring not only folding chairs 
and American flags but also 
water balloons, squirt guns 
or hoses. Friendly water 
fights are bound to break 
out along the route. 

There are other signs of 
planned unplanning. Last- 
minute entries—too late to 
make the printed program— 
sometimes are among the 
best. There’s always a twinge 
of suspense about what Sierra 
Madre City College, that 


phantom institute of, but not 
for, the mind, will be up to 
this time. 

Yet it was not until the 
1981 parade that I struck 
upon the element which gives 
the Sierra Madre celebration 
its true quality. 

You get a different per¬ 
spective when you ride in a 
parade. From the center of 
the boulevard, your focus is 
on the crowd, rather than the 
procession itself. 

Relatives from our N. C. 
Carter family had come from 
as far away as Grand Rapids, 
Colo, and Olympia, Wash., 
to ride with the clan for the 
Centennial anniversary of 
Sierra Madre. Several of them 
were a little shy toward the 
crowd as our caravan of con¬ 
vertibles rounded Sunnyside 
and headed onto Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Boulevard. 

It took them less than a 
block to realize the impact 
that a wave, a greeting or a 
“Have a Happy Fourth” 
have on the spectators at a 
Sierra Madre parade. The 
crowd responds. It’s infec¬ 
tious. 

Of all the parades I have 
attended from Pasadena to 
New York City, or have seen 
on television, I can’t think of 
any crowd which gets as 
much of a kick out of a 
hometown parade. 

The type of little city from 
which it grew has a lot to do 
with it. 

The parade began 16 years 
ago out of a need by civic 
leaders to give Sierra Madre 
the “old-fashioned Fourth” 
they felt it deserved. The city 
had been, so to speak, dry of 
mass celebration on Indepen¬ 
dence Day prior to 1965. 

In 1907, for example. May- 
belle Caley Barker, a resident, 
recorded on paper her sad 
experiences of July Fourth: 
“Someone left a couple of 
kegs of dynamite at the elec¬ 
tric station and-lt remained 
there all day. Everyone was 
so afraid it wpuld blow up ... 
Mr. Bectelheimer (a drug 
store owner) had 200 cigars 
stolen.”

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For the last few years, as the Fourth of July 
approached, 1 tried to think of some way to make 
the day meaningful for both myself and my family. 

When we moved to Newport Beach, with its 
regulations againsat fireworks of any kind, the end 
of the only “celebration” of the day was at hand. 

The Bicentennial year brought a feeling of near 
deperation to do something that would make us 
FEEL something. Picnics don’t charm us, nor do 
large crowds of strangers. Viewing of the Tall Ships 
on the east coast would have been thrilling. Or may¬ 
be visiting Williamsburg. So we did nothing special 
on that Fourth, nor any since then. 

My husband is settling his father’s estate in 
Sierra Madre, and made the suggestion that we come 
up to see some of the many events that were planned, 
but it was only a casual, generalized suggestion. 

Having nothing better to do (as usual), we de¬ 
cided to go. As the time came to leave for the view¬ 
ing of the Saturday morning parade, my daughter 
whispered rather urgently to me while her father 
was not within hearing distance that she didn’t feel 
like going. I thought a little small-town atmosphere 
would be good for her, so I convinced her to go (I 
wasn’t exactly excited over the prospect either). 

The crowd was sparce along the curbings even 
though the parade had already begun at the other 
end of town. I had been used to the Rose Parade in 
my past, so such a small turnout was almost an em¬ 
barrassment. I wondered to myself if it would even 
last half an hour, and how I would be able to pla¬ 
cate my resentful daughter the rest of the day. The. 
viewers in our vicinity were friendly and at ease, many 
seeming to know one another. A tiny girl next to us 
at the curb smiled and patted soft little hands as 
she ventured forth on bare feet in a kind of little 
duck dance (she hadn’t been walking very long, but 
was curious and adventuresome). Her father quietly 
guarded her. On our right a more eye-catching sight: 
a blue-and-white checked perambulator (I think 
they used to be called) smartly trimmed with red 
crepe paper ribbons, and an invisible infant ad¬ 
dressed as “Philip” out of sight in the cushions. 

A large, old comfortable looking house faced 
us across the street. 1 thought: it looks like an 
old “boarding house.” Chairs were in a row on the 
lawn, and an interesting and lively group of people 
were seated; a black woman and some Spanish¬ 
speaking men added a bit of dash to the group. 

We peered into the distance down the parade 


route and saw the police car with lights flashing 
coming slowly down the center. The parade was 
coming I Anticipation filled the air.

Smiting 
officials, and non-officials, candies tossed our way, 
vintage automobiles.

They kept coming, wave after wave . . . recently 
old ones, old ones, domestic, foreign, sleek, comic. 
The beautifully painted sport coupes, and so many 
of them. My daughter was enchanted with the

thrilled reactions from all of us, and a plea for “do 
it againi” from across the street. 

An apparition of some legendary race car 
driver suddenly materialized, complete with leather 
helmet, goggles and flashing smile. Surely no mere 
mortal. 

The variety in the decorations and signs spoke 
in special ways to us. The cub scouts entry epito¬ 
mized the efforts of excited little boys who are 
allowed to “do it themselves” as their rumpled and 
flapping creation sailed by. 

Prim and perfect people inside the Montes- 
sori Mercedes with a prim and perfectly lettered 
sign. What else would you expect? 

What was this? “Sierra Madre City College?” 
Did the town have a city college? We didn’t 
really know. And the “No Name” band, and the 
people wearing tree branches. We began to get 
the idea, and were totally charmed. And the tots in 
their decorated velocipedes (they used to call them 
that too) excited faces pink with the sun and the ex¬ 
citement. 

Unselfconscious mothers marching along in 
shorts and cool clothes, despite less than ideal 
figures. And the ruggedly heroic figures of the 
search and rescue team. 

With each new wave of celebrants, we couldn’t 
believe that they were still comingl What a parade! 
Where did everyone come from? Was it all plan¬ 
ned? Most of it, yes, to be sure. But some had the 
look of deciding to join in at the last minute. Who 
did you have to be? Anyone who wanted to be, we 
decided. 

And it suddenly seemed so wonderfully demo¬ 


cratic. We scarcely knew anyone in Sierra Madre, 
but someone we knew did parade by and see us, 
and gave us a smiling wave. And a dashing fellow 
opened up his car door and displayed a racily clad 
stockinged leg, knickers, and a high-topped shoe. 
Gracious! 

Bands were in rather short supply, and not a 
baton twirier in the bunch (what a reheO, so when 
a small contingent of what seemed to be cheer¬ 
leader types came bouncing along in their blue and 
white uniforms, they were a welcomed sight. 

And what was this? They suddenly scattered as 
a young man in bathing trunks came rushing up to 
them with a poised bucket of water. The chase 
was on. A truckload of bathing beauties obviously 
having the time of their lives came upon the scene. 
A young man across the street, inflamed by the 
bucket and the boy-girl happening, dragged out 
the garden hose and sprayed the yelping girls in 
the open truck. 

The scene had been set. Hoses appeared from 
nowhere. Retaliatory spray bottles seemed to sprout 
from the hands of marchers. Another open truck 
of bathing-suited girls appeared (or did the first 
one just circle around?) Somehow a bucket brigade 
had formed to equip the girls for revenge. Water 
flew. No one who happened to be in the way was 
spared. 

The Big Red Car escaped; just too awe¬ 
inspiring. 

Then the fire trucks came into view. Would 
they dare? They would. The driver of the grandest 
one decided he wasn’t just going to sit there and 
tale it, and tried to take evasive action by passing 
another vehicle, but to no avail. The gallant fire¬ 
fighters were on the receiving end of the hoses this 
time! 

They were all marvelous sports with the excep¬ 
tion of one old veteran on the rear of the truck. 
His gesture of resisitance was respected by the 
hosers. Controlled anarchy. Not a bad condition 
for a few brief moments in our restricted lives. 

The policemen in their cars knew what was up, 
and huddled tolerantly over their steering wheels, 
windows rolled up as the sprayers let go. 

Then, quite suddenly it was all over. And I felt 
lifted by what I had seen and wanted to put it down 
like this. I felt content with the human scene.

Helps Climber, 
Finds Body 


For the second time in as 
many months a routine team 
training in the Sierras has 
turned into the real thing for 
the Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team. 

Five members were hiking 
into the Mt. Whitney area to 
join another group when 
they came across Jim Mcgre- 
gor, 52, of Los Angeles who 
had been climbing alone 
when he slipped and injured 
his ankle. He had tried to 
hike out on his own but had 
covered only about a quarter 
mile in eight hours. 

The Sierra Madre mem¬ 
bers abandoned their climb¬ 
ing plan and set up a camp 
to treat the injured climber 
and sent one of the group 
back down the mountain to 
alert the Inyo County rescue 
team who are responsible for 
that area. 

Early Saturday, members 
of the California Conserva¬ 
tion Corps and Inyo County 
Search and Rescue arrived 


of Sierra Madre climbers and 
the injured man was carried 
down the mountain in an 
eight-hour evacuation. 

The Sierra Madre people 
continued on up the moun¬ 
tain but a short time later 
were told by radio of a pos¬ 
sible injured climber on near¬ 
by Mt. Williamson. Addi¬ 
tional help was called in from 
Sierra Madre and from China 
Lake Rescue Team. 

Sunday these fresh teams 
were flown by helicopter from 
the Independence airport to 
the 13,000-foot level of Mt. 
Williamson where the body 
of John Conver, 30, from 
Huntington Beach was re¬ 
covered after having fallen 
over 400 feet. 

Nine team members assist¬ 
ed in the recovery which in¬ 
volved a very technical low¬ 
ering of more than 800 feet. 

Meanwhile, the Mt. Whit¬ 
ney group completed their 
climb and returned to town 


along with the other group Monday.

SOFT DRINKS. Most soft 
drinks ~ such as colas, rootbeer, 
ginger ale, and “pop" remain in¬ 
visible on the fabric until heat is applied. Then a characteristic 
brown stain appears — often to remain for the life of the fabric. 

To help prevent this, here’s a suggestion: On washable gar¬ 
ments, sponge oat wtth clear water only. NEVER USE SOAP. 
And don’t iron until absolutely sure all of the stain is removed. 

If the fabric is drycleanable, DO NOTHING. No rubbing or 
wiping. Tell us where the stain is when you bring it in and we’ll 
give it the special treatment such stains require. No extra charge. 
Also, please bring the stained item in as soon as possible after 
staining. Time tends to set the stain and moths just love them. 

ALCOHOLIC DRINKS. In general, the same precautions 
as with soft drinks apply. However, alcohol tends to loosen dyes. 
There is. unfortuantely, no remedy for this. 

With drycleanable fabrics — whatever the stain — it’s wise 
to have them cleaned immediately. 

The longer stains stay on the fabric, the more deeply im¬ 
bedded they become — and through aging, the more difficult to 
remove. To avoid problems and keep your wardrobe looking 
better longer, just—

Gordon On the Grow

My grandson Shawn and 
Editor Jan, “who are into 
weeds,” will love this one. 

Shawn just recently ran across 
a huge amount of dandelion 
bloom and thought he wouia 
try the traditional home made 
wine . . . after weeks .... 
ugh! It could have very easily 
killed any chicken! It was 
around 1821 that Cobbett 
called the dandelion a “most 
wicked garden weed ... I am 
half afraid to speak of using 
it as food, lest I should en¬ 
courage laziness.” . . . but 
he did bring himself around 
to suggesting its use for the 
poor in their gardens. 


Ever thought why the dan¬ 
delion grows like it does? Of 
course it throws seed that is 
as bad as any weed we have, 
but the reason it exists so 
well in the lawn and roadside, 
is the trick of spreading its 
leaves out to shade its tap 
root. If all the dandelion 
leaves were drawn to be ver¬ 
tical, the plant would soon 
die . . . that is why we say 
the denser the lawn the less 
dandelions or any weeds for 
they can only grow where the 
grasses begin to thin out, 
and can put out its horizontal 
leaves . . . and I won’t 
say a word about wine.

The 1965 inaugural parade 
began at 1 p.m. and went 
from Memorial Park to Sierra 
Vista Park. The parade, spon¬ 
sored by the Lions Club, put 
the accent on children’s en¬ 
tries. Cash prizes were given 
to the most decorative bikes 
and trikes, the best-dressed 
animal and the best costume 
worn by children. 

How has the parade 
evolved since then? The me¬ 
morabilia listed below is 
from the files of Ruth Alex¬ 
ander, secretary of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

The chamber has become co¬ 
sponsor of the parade with the 
City Parks and Recreation De¬ 
partment. This the latter chose 
to drop out. 

Starting times have varied 
from 9:30 a.m. to 2 p.m., 
with most of the parades 
wisely scheduled in the morn¬ 
ing to beat the heat. In 1966, 
the starting point was pushed 
west to Lima and in 1968, 
to Sunny side. 

The number of entries has 
varied from 24 in 1967 to 
103 in 1976, the year of the 
U.S. Bicentennial. 

Among the more color¬ 
ful entries are the following: 
In the early ’70s , Guarantee 
Savings and Loan sponsored 
a tram of “bathing beau¬ 
ties,” .as the models were 
called. In 1973, Cal Worth¬ 
ington rode his “Dog Spot” 
(an elephant) and the Search 
and Rescue Team brought its 
“Trusty Elephant” (a dog). 
In 1979, Mama Pete’s pre¬ 
school sported a 40-foot car 
and boat unit. 

Three-legged races and egg 
tosses have always been part 
of the post-parade activities. 
But some of the events be¬ 
fore and after the parade 
have changed over the years. 

Prior to the mid-’70s, bands 
did not have to be imported 
for the evening concert. Sierra

Madre had its own Com¬ 
munity Concert Band and 
Orchestra. 

Until a few years ago, soap 
box derbies were held on 
Grandview. At one time there 
were Little League games 
and soccer exhibitions. 

The Women’s Club began 
sponsoring open house at ES 
sick House for parade partici¬ 
pants in 1975. 

Activities following the 
1972 parade included the fol¬ 
lowing: ping pong touna- 
ment, belly dancing, talent 
show, archery and beaidigrow- 
ing contest for those faces P 
which began sprouting ■'hair 
weeks earlier on the day of 
the Mt. Wilson race. 

At the last minute, the 
1972 “greased pig chasing 
contest” was scratched, due 
to complaints from animal 
lovers. 

A beer keg tug-o-war was 
held in 1980. I won’t begin 
to explain how teams tried to 
push an empty keg above 
them on a horizontal cable. 
There is one aspect of the 
July Fourth parade which 
has troubled me over the 
years. The grand marshal 
has usually been a noted war 
hero, such as Medal of Honor 
holder Louis Van lersel, or 
such celebrities as the Rose 
Parade queen. Most of the 
marshals have been from out- 
of-town. 


In my opinion, a home¬ 
town parade as good as 
Sierra Madre’s does not need 
to import big names to draw 
crowds. 

My hat is off to the 1978 
parade organizers who 
picked for grand marshal a 
person who has meant much 
to the city—Ambrose Zaro, 
caretaker of the Mt. Wilson 
Trail.

Bear Brings Havoc To Hive 



Norm and Jim Brooks 

This is the story of the bees Eind the bear. It’s 
also a story of theft and greed. 

Norman and Jim Brooks recently checked 
; over their bee hives up in the Angeles National 
' Forest directly above Sierra Madre (it’s a half 
mile above city hall) and found obvious evidence 
I that a bear had been free-loading off their bees, 
f Not only had the bear totally destroyed four 
i hives but had knocked 20 over, chewing 
f on the sides of the boxes and flipping the boxes 
I 20 feet down the mountain. 

The father-son team couldn’t believe their eyes. 
I There were teeth marks a quarter-inch deep on the 
i sides of some of the boxes contEiining honey and 
i beeswax. 

§ Could it be human vandalism? No, it was bear 
l| vandalism because usually humans take BB guns 
|; and shoot holes through the boxes. And that’s 
i happened before. They have the damaged boxes 
1 to prove it. 

But this was a bear and there was no doubt 
i about it. 

What is the modus operandi? The bear smells 
i the honey and ambles into the Eirea, sniffing out his 
1 quarry. He discovers the boxes and in his haste 


to taste the fruits of the bee’s labor he tears at 
the boxes with his claws, bites at them with his 
teeth, not caring that he’s stealing food from the 
bees’ mouths. 

He licks and chews until he has his fill or 
until the bees drive him away with their diving 
and stinging. 

What he leaves in demolition takes the 
Brookses four days to get back together. 

In a commercial operation, Jim says, they’d 
probably junk all the supers, but in their little home 
operation they laboriously take each box apart, 
throwing away the irreparable boxes and saving 
whatever is left to reptur. 

Even though their complfunts to the forest 
rangers brought the reply, “There’s not much 
we CEin do about it,” Jim and Norman Brooks 
won’t quit. 

This is a hobby they’ve had for a few 
years, first getting their colony established by buying 
a queen and putting together their own swarm. 

The bees’ honeycomb design, Norm says, 
creates the “least amount of material to support 
the greatest amount of weight.” The design is used 
throughout engineering with great success. 

And il’s proven that honeycomb lasts nearly forever 
since. Norm points out, edible honeycombs were found 
in the ruins of Pompeii. 

To process the honey, they have a new 
“uncapping” machine that opens the combs, taking 
the caps off both sides. Then the extractor acts as 
a centrifuge, pulling the honey out of the combs. 

The father-son team pays the forestry 
department $50 a year for the use of their V4-acre of 
land Emd, again, use the Brooks apiary as a hobby 
rather than a business. Norm is semi-retired from 
the nursery business and Jim is a landscaper. 

And now both of them have learned the lesson 
of the bear and the bees—tuid theft and greed. 


Editor’s Note: 

Last week the bears struck again and, as Jim said, 
“We were really ripped off this time. We have only nine 
hives left out of 18. That’s about 27 boxes which translates 
into 270 frames. That’s 250 pounds of honey. This year’s 
crop is gone. We’re going to move out and find another 
location for our hives.”
